Another year of study in our public schools is closed, 
and the citizens of the town justly demand of the 
committee an account of his stewardship. : While the 
work and interest in the schools have not been materi- 
ally different from that of years past, there are some 
things which ought to be said, since every townsman 
should feel that our educational interests are second 
only to our religious privileges, and should eagerly de- 
sire to know if the best results have been secured. 


DISTRICT NO.1. Czrntre. 


Jonun Leavitt, Prudential Committee. 


The schools are graded. 

Mr. L. W. Fogg has taught the grammar department 
for the past six years, and well understands the wants 
and disposition of the scholars. His success as a teach- 
‘er has long been established. During the past year the 
progress of the scholars has been highly commendable, 
while in some instances the improvement has been very 
marked. 'Theorder of the school was all that could 
be desired. The method of instruction has tended to 
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develop the reasoning powers, as well as strengthen the 
memory. The teaching has not been wholly confined 
to the text books, but made broad and practical, so that 
the scholar may have something to take with him when 
he shall enter business life. Some studies of a higher 

ade have been taught in this department, and it would 
~ be well if the scholars would remain long enough, in— 
this school to take more of what are properly termed 
High School studies. 

The Primary department has been taught by Miss 
C. Ii. Warner since it was established, eight years ago. 
The teacher thoroughly knows her school and how to 
manage it. ‘The progress of the scholars has never been 
more marked than during the past year. Genius was 
shown in devising methods to illustrate the lessons, 
skill was manifested in keeping{the little ones busy, and 
patience was exhibited in the effort to quiet their natu- 
ral restlessness. ‘The black-board was freely used in 
making the lessons impressive. ‘This department was 
full during the summer and fall terms, but was com- 
paratively smallin the winter, as but few of the young- 
er children were able to attend. ‘This is a very impor- 
tant school, inasmuch as the child is started here up the 
highway of knowledge, and since much of his future at- 
tainments depend upon the first lessons. 

The money raised in this district beyond what the 
law requires has been helpfulin prolonging the school. 
As much, or more should be appropriated for another 
year. Parents ought to take more interest and visit the 
schools, examine for themselves the methods adopted, 
and note the progress made. When will the communi- 
ty be fully awake to our educational needs ? 

Near the close of the winter term a public entertain 
ment was given by the scholars of this district, which 
was a pronounced success, and the proceeds of which 
will be used for the purchase of apparatus for the school 
room. 
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DISTRICT NO. 2 East. 


STEPHEN B. Triton, Prudential Committee. 

This district has, broken in upon the long established 
custom of having a female teacher in the summer anda 
male in the winter, by retaining the same teacher 
through the year. | 

Miss L. D. Curtiss of Hampton Falls taught the 
school successfully. Itis seldom that more improvement 
is made in one year by scholars than was noticeable in 
this school. ‘'he teacher manifested a good degree of 
enthusiasm, exhibited that needful quality called tact, 
and won the respect and affection of her pupils. The 
school room was a quiet, though busy place, and even 
the boys would tip-toe their movements to and from 
their seats. The pupils gained confidence in themseives, 
and showed familiarity with their lessons. ‘There was 
a decided improvement in some of the studies pur- 
sued. Miss Curtiss.is a first class teacher. ‘The schol- 
ars knew it, and the parents found it out. It is far bet- 
ter to employ the same teacher through the year, and 
indeed for successive years. ‘The large boys who at- 
tended during the winter term added to the interest and: 
character of the school. _ This district would do well to 
procure a cabinet organ for the school room. One was 
brought in during.a part of the summer term which 
proved to be of interest and profit to the children. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


The committee has been highly pleased with both 
the management and the advancement of all the schools 
during the past year. No cases of insubordination have 
occurred. The average attendance has met a reason- 
able expectation. No change of text books has been 
made, although the Franklin sixth reader has been tak- 


* 
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enasa supplementary book. All the school rooms 
should be furnished with a wall map ofthe State. 
Illustrative geometrical blocks should be provided by 


‘both districts. Aside from such small furnishing, the 


school rooms are all that can be desired. Quite a num- 
ber of the scholars of the town have availed themselves 


of the advantages offered by the Putnam Free School 


of Newburyport, Mass., and some have graduated from 
that school for several successive years past. A select 
school has been taught in the north part of the town for 
several months by Miss G. A. Norton. It is hoped 
there will be a growing interest in‘ the education of the 
children. If they are properly trainedin both mind and 
heart, they soon will worthily fill the places of the fath- 
ers. 

Believing that the intelligence of the present gener- 
ation will encourage habits of study in all of our child- 
ren, that they will be ambitious to keep abreast of the 
world in its upward progress, that goodness and ability 
will always be held at a premium, and that God will 
help those who, being in the right try to help themselves, 
your committee lays down the work which to him dur- 
ing the past year has been pleasant, and he would fain 
hope has, to a degree been profitable to the cause of 
education in the town.
